Off in Rate of Growth Explained 


Washington. — The 19290 popula- 
tion of continental United States was 
announced October 7 by the Census 
Bureau as 105,683,108. This was 
an increase of 13,710,842, or 14.9 
per cent since 1910. 

This total does not include the pop- 
ulation of outlying possessions, which 
will be announced as soon as the fig- 
ures for Alaska and the military and) 
naval services abroad are tabulated. 
It is estimated, however, that these; 
possessions gave 12,250,000 inhabi- 
tants, so the total number of people 
living under the American flag is in 
round numbers 118,000,000. 

The figures for continental United 
States compare with 91,972,266 ten 
years ago and 75,994,575 twenty 
years ago. The increase for the last 
decade, however, fell 2,266,849, or 
6.1 per cent, below that of the pre- 
ceding decade.

decade there has been an increase in

in urban territory of 12,192,826, or 
28.6 per cent, and in that portion liv- 
ing in rural territory of 1,518,016, 
or only 3.1 per cent, and if the com- 
parison is extended to cover the two 
classes of rural territory, it appears 
that that portion living in incorpo- 
rated places of less than 2500 inhabi- 
tants shows an increase of 1,745,371, 
or 21.5 per cent, whereas that por- 
tion living in purely country “districts 
shows an actual decrease of 227,355, 
or six-tenths of 1! per cent. 


“The percentages of increase shown 


Director Rogers of the Census Bu- 


reau, in a forma] statement, attrib- 
uted this reduction to the almost 
complete stoppage of immigration 


during the war, an increase in emi- 
gration during the same period, 
deaths in the influenza epidemic of 
1917-18 and war casualties. 

The statement noted that the trend 
of population from the country to 
the city had been greatly accentuated 
since 1910. For the first time in the 
country’s history, it said, more than 
half the entire population was living 
in urban territory. 

Preliminary tabulations, Rogers 
said, showed that 54,816,269, or 51.9 
per cent of the people were living in 
incorporated places of 2500 inhabi- 
tants or more, and 50;866,899, or 
48.1 per cent in rural territory. 

This situation was clearly reflected 
in the figures as to farms in the coun- 
try, which also were made public 
Thursday. These placed the total of 
farms lat 6,459,998, an increase of only 
98,496) or 1.5 per cent in tan years, 
as against an increase of 624,130, or 
10.9 per cent during the decade end- 
ed in 1910. 

Rogers stated that while these,fig- 
ures were preliminary and subject to 
revision, the final official population 
as transmitted to Congress in De- 
cember for apportionment purposes 
was not likely to be greatly djfferent. 

Revised figures for a number of 
cities and counties are yet to be an- 
nounced, but the main work of the 
1920 census is completed after nine 
months of labor. 

Populations of the last two states 
in the 1920 census show Minnesota 
to have moved into seventeenth place, 
passing Tennessee and Alabama, with 
a population of 2,386,371 Nebraska, 
with a population of 1,295,502, an 
increase of 103,288, or 8.7 per cent, 
falls into thirty-first place, Washing- 
ton and Connecticut having passed it 
in the 1920 census. * 

Iowa’s population, announced Thurs- 
day as 2,403,630, an increase of 178,- 
859, or 8 per cent, more than makes 
up for the decrease shown for the 
state in the thirteenth census. It 
fell below North Carolina, which 
ranked directly below it in 1910. 

Rogers’ statement continues: 

“The results of the census of pop 
ulation in 1920 at first glance may 
seem somewhat disappointing and 
open to question possibly, but the 
substantial accuracy of the enumera., 
tion In January is fully borne out by 
comparison with estimates based 
upon the probable excess of births 
over deaths throvghout the decade 
and the excess of immigration over 
emigration. From all available data, 
it may be roughly estimated that the 
annual excess of births over deaths 
throughout the United States is ap- 
proximately 1 per cent. 

“This rate compounded would in- 
dicate an increase of approximately 
10.5 per cent during the decade. 
Thus the nearly 92,000,000 persons 
present in the United States in 1910 
might be expected to increase to 
about 101,700,000 in 1920. 

“In addition, the excess of imml- 
gration over emigration during the 
decade was approximately 3,733,000. 
Since the bulk of these foreign-born 
persons came to the country during 
the first four years of the decade, it 
may be roughly estimated that the 
increase due to excess of births over 
deaths in their families was about 
10 per cent. Thus the population 
of the country may be assumed to 
have been augmented by about 4,100,- 
000 during the decade through ex- 
cess of {miiiigrattom over emigration. 

~ The two estimates taken together 
would indicate, therefore, a probable 
population of 105,800,000, or only a 
small fraction of 1 per cent more 
than. the total shown by fhe returns 
of the fourteenth census.

for the several states vary greatly, 
due in part to the causes which have 
been noted as affecting the increase 
in the population of the country as 
a whole, but also in part to the ab 
normal internal movement of popu- 
lation required to meet the excessive 
demands of the war work in certain 
sections. For three states—Missis- 
sippi, Nevada and Vermont-—there 
have been small decreases in popula- 
tion, the largest decrease being for 
Nevada, 5.5 per cent.” 

With the outlying possessions, the 
United States in 1910 had a popula- 
tion of 101,115,487. These posses- 
sions included Alaska, Hawali, Porto 
Rico, the Philippine Islands, the Pan 
ama Canal zone, Guam and Samoa, 
and the total of persons in the mili- 
tary and naval service abroad was 
added. This vear the population of 
the Virgin Islands of the United 
States, acquired from Denmark, is 
included.

country’s total population the Bureau 
of the Census, under Director Sam L. 
Rogers, has accomplished only a por- 
tion of its tremendous task, which 
will continue to occupy a large force 
of statisticians and clerks for the bet- 
ter part of a number of years. But 
the primary object, for which the 
fathers of the country provided in 
the constitution that a counting of 
the people should be made every ten 
years, has been achieved. That ob- 
ject was to obtain the total popula- 
tion in order that apportionment of 
the members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives may be made by Congress. 


That apportionment, as soon as Di- 
rector Rogers certifies to Congress 
the exact number of people in each 
state, will be taken up by the House 
of Representatives at its coming ses- 
sion, and during the coming year the 
body will by law fix the number of 
congressmen from each state. There 
has been discussion as to whether the 
membership of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, now fixed at 435, should 
not be reduced, as that number is 
considerea@ by some parliamentarians 
as too large and unwieldy a_ body. 
People of some states are fearful that 
their representation in the House 
might be cut down and oppose any 
reduction. 

In 1790 the number of representa- 
tives was fixed at sixty-five, each rep- 
resenting approximately 30,000 peo- 
ple. The number has increased with 
each decade, based on census returns, 
until each of the present 435 mem- 
bers of the House represents approxi- 
mately 211,877. The actual ratio of 
representation varies from 80,293 in 
Nevada to 228,027 in Washington. 
Nevada, Delaware, Wyoming and 
Arizona, whose populations were legs 
than the number which would entitle 
them to one representative by appor- 
tionment, were each given one under 
Constitutional provision that each 
State shall have at least one repre- 
sentative in the House.

rank of the States and the District of 
Columbia during the ten Wears. Con- 
necticut has outgrown Washington. 
Utah has gone ahead of New Hamp 
shire. Oregon has passed Maine. The 
District of Columbia, included in the 
ranking of the States by the Census 
Bureau, has outgrown Vermont.

SERG. MORRIS FISHER 
WORLD RIFLE CHAMPION 


Washington.—Gold braided ad- 
mirals and generals with war decora- 
tions gave the individual rifle cham- 
Dion of the world, Sergeant Morris 
Fisher of the U. S. Marines, “gang- 
way” and admiration when he arrived 
here from Antwerp, Belgium, last 
week. 

Using the. U. S. magazine rifle, 
Fisher won the 800 meter Frege Rifle 
Match at the Olympic shéot last 
month against ninety competitors, 
representing thirteen different na- 
tions. His score of 996 out of a pos- 
sible 1080 was 7 points over that of 
his nearest rival, Larsen of Denmark. 

In this event the use of any type 
or pattern of rifle is permissible, with 
no restrictions as to telescopic sights, 
special barrels and other accessories 
which make for accuracy. Fisher’s 
performance marks the first time this 
match has ever been won with the 
standard military rifle of any country, 
and also the first time the match has 
been won by a member of an Ameri- 
can team.
